PROFESSOR ABERCROMBIE 
..» INVITED TO DUBLIN. 


The Dublin Commigsioners have invited 
Professor Leslie Abercrombie, the town-plann- 
ing expert, to visit Dublin and discuss the 
question of town-planning for Dublin with 
the Commissioners. 
‘It is probable that: Professor Abercrombie 
“will algo be invited to enter into consulta- 
tion with the Greater Dublin Commission 
of. Inquiry. 

Professor Abercrombie holds the chair of 
Civic Design in Liverpool University. In 
1914 he won the prize offered for a town 
plan for Dublin, and he has _ frequently 
lectured: here. Outside Ireland he has the 
reputation of being in the foremost rank of 
town-planning experts, and has advised on 
town-planning in various cities, including 
Sheffield. 7 

“TI have studied Dublin a great deal, 
he said, in the course of -& address to the 
Dublin Rotary Club last ye@r. Town-plann- 
ing, he explained on that occasion, meant 
that a zoning plan would be prepared, and 
people would have to conform to that plan 
and to the artificial restrictions on the free- 
dom of thé individual. . In order that the 
‘restrictions should not be imposed in an 
arbitrary and doctrinaire way, & civic survey 
was necessary. i 

“ Town-planning is, after all," he said, 
““oommon-sense applied to the benefit of the 
community.” Dublin, Professor Abercrombie 
has said, is 100 years behind the times in 
civic development. 

In an announcement issued at the City 
Hall yesterday, on behalf of the Commis- 
sioners, it is stated :— 

“ The absence of a definite plan has been 
causing delay in many ways, dissatisfaction 
in that there is no guidance before the Com- 
missioners when they are called upon to 
decide; a. question of say new roads In fon- 
nection “with “house building, shop projec- 
“tions; streét signs and standards, and the 
purchase of sites for street. widening. Antic!- 
pating a-wrong impression, which might 
easily take hold of ‘the minds of citizens, it
